Far surpassing any other crop in the 


history of the industry, the citrus 
fruit production of the year ended 


Oct.. 
31, 1909, surpassed the estimates 


made a year ago from 7000 to 8000 
cars. 


Railroad agents, who gather care- 


ful data at the beginning of each 
season, placed the figures for the 
year's' production at from 30,500 to 
31,000 cars, yet the production of 
oranges alone exceeded those figures, 
and with more than 6,000 cars of lem- 
ons added, brought the total up to 
38,071 cars. 


These figures are compiled by the 


California 
Fruit Growers Exchange, 


and are subject to such slight changes 
as may be made by the corrected fig- 
ures of the railroads, The Southern 
Pacific, for instance, added this week 
three cars to itn total. 
The totals 


made by the Santa Fe and Southern 
Pacific are 38,092 cars, while the Salt 
Lake figures one car less. 


This is more than 9000 cars in ex- 


cess of the largest crop heretofore on 
record, 
which 
was that of 1904-5, 


which reached 29,882 cars. Last year's 
production was 29,500 cars, which is 
considered an average normal crop. 


Growers are not especially sanguine 


concerning the size of the coming 
crop. Because of a few days of hot 
weather early in June, just after the 
new oranges had set, caused heavy 
dropping, which, it is believed, w,ill 
cut down the size of the production 
for 1909-10. 


F. Q. Story, president of the Cali- 


fornia Fruit Growers Exchange, places 
the figures for the coming year at 90 
per cent ot a normal crop, as near aa 
can be told at present, which would 
not be quite au large as the crop of 
1996-7—which 
was 
27,493—but 
it 


would be in excess of the crop of 1905- 
6, which was a little lese than 26,000 
cars. 


The Santa Fe traffic department fig- 


ures a normal crop of 35,000 cars, be- 
cause of increased acreage that has 
crime into bearing in the last year or 
two, and the estimate for the coming 
season is placed at 31,000 cars. 


It Is difficult to estimate the crop 


with any great degree of certainty at 
this season, however, for the 
fruit 


may "size" more than is expected.
